A Defter  Chance  (ADC)  is  o norionol,  nonprofir  search  progrorr 
which  rakes  rolenred  and  highly  morivored  minoriry  srudenrs  fronn 
inner  dry  public  schools  where  rhe  educorion  is  nor  so  comperirive 
and  places  rhem  in  rhe  counrry's  besr  secondary  schools.  The  goals  of 
rhe  ADC  program  ore  ro  give  srudenrs  a quoliry,  college  prepororory 
educorion  and  ro  increase  rhe  number  of  well-educored  minoriry 
people. 

ADC  rrodirionolly  idenrifies  minoriry  srudenrs  who  possess  rhe  requi- 
sire  morivorion,  inrelligence,  and  sromino  ro  be  successful.  Ir's  o very 
comperirive  program  and  in  order  for  one  ro  beligible,  rhe  oppliconr 
musr  be  in  rhe  rop  10  percenr  of  his  doss  wirh  o grade  poinr  average 
of  or  leasr  90  and  score  well  on  rhe  required  Secondary  Schools 
Admissions  Tesr.  He  also  musr  hove  good  academic  ond  charocrer 
recommendarions  ond  demonsrrore  o high  degree  of  personol  mori- 
vorion.  Srudenrs  demonsrrore  rheir  charocrer  and  porenriol  rhrough 
an  opplicorion,  in  which  rhey  musr  wrire  essoys  ond  ger  reocher 
recommendarions  The  opplicorion  goes  rhrough  on  exrensive 
screening  process  in  which  only  rhe  besr  ore  chosen.  This  year  alone, 
500  new  srudenrs  were  placed  in  ADC  schools,  borh  public  and 
privare,  for  enrollmenr  in  Sepr.  1981.  The  srudenrs  were  selecred  from 
on  oppliconr  pool  of  more  rhon  1,800 

Amhersr  Degionol  has  hod  ADC  porricipanrs  since  1968.  Our  pro- 
gram is  one  of  rhe  rwenry-four  Public  School  Progroms  in  New 
England  ond  one  of  rhe  four  programs  in  Wesrern  Mossochuserrs. 
Since  ADC  srresses  ocodemic  ochievemenr,  rhere  are  requiremenrs 
which  we  musr  follow.  We  ore  encouroged  nor  ro  roke  any  bosic 
classes,  we  hove  mondorory  srudy  hours  from  7:00  PM-9:30  PM 
Sundoy  rhru  Thursday,  and  each  srudenr  musr  mainroin  or  leasr  o 3.0 
grade  average. 

Our  progrom  has  10  srudenrs,  eighr  of  whom  ore  new.  We  live  in 
o huge  Vicrorion  house  wirh  o Desidenr  Fomily  and  rwo  residenr 
rurors.  Living  in  Amhersr  is  o big  odjusrmenr. 

Mosr  srudenrs  leave  home  or  rhe  oge  of  fifreen  and  some  as  early 
os  rhirreen,  many  of  whom  hove  never  been  away  from  home.  Jusr 
living  in  rhe  small  rown  of  Amhersr  is  difficuir,  since  mosr  of  us  ore  used 
ro  rhe  fosr-moving-  ond  Amhersr  is  far  from  fosr-moving!  The  mojor 
odjusrmenr  is  ro  a predeominonriy  whire  school,  which  con  be^very 
frighrening.  However,  by  rhe  end  of  rhe  firsr  morking  period,  srudenrs 
have  made  rhe  odjusrmenr.  Srudenrs  usually  complere  rheir  yeors  or 
Amhersr  Degionol  in  good  ocodemic  sranding  nod  groduore  ro  or- 
■end  fine  universiries.

How  am 
ro  evoluore  rhor  which  I hove  occepred  unquesrlonlngly^  Tc 
quesrion  and  chollenge  rhe  environment  in  which  I hove  beer 
immersed  for  so  long  is  ro  shoke  rhe  ground  upon  which 
srond.  This  is  nor  ro  soy  rhor  I hove  been  possive  in  my 
experiences  up  ro  rhis  poinr,  or  rhor  I don't  quesrion  rhi; 
environment  Nonetheless,  there  is  o donger  in  finding  fouir  ir 
rhe  school  system  becouse  ir  is  so  inrlmidoring  Ir  doesn't  oppeoi 
open  ro  criricism.  If  fault  is  found  ond  I om  unoble  ro  chongc 
whor  I see  I om  forced  ro  live  in  a store  of  constant  dissorisfoc 
rion.  This  is  or  best  tedious,  ond  yer  ir  oppeors  os  though  mony 
of  my  peers  ond  I hove  chosen  ro  live  in  rhis  store  of  discontent 
All  rhor  con  be  accomplished  from  continuing  like  rhis  is  idle 
complaint .

John  and  1 become  friends  in  the  first  grade.  As  the  yeors  post,  we  come  to  know  eoch  other  well,  sharing  mony  good  times  together.  John's  obility  to 
drow  wos  apparent  ot  on  eorly  oge.  As  he  grew  older,  his  skill  increased.  Like  most  artists,  he  wos  not  well  understood  by  mony  people.  He  wos  different. 
His  interests,  knowledge,  ond  tolent  set  him  oport  from  others.  I feel  I knew  him  best. 

I remember  one  of  his  eorliest  passions  wos  birds.  He  took  up  bird  watching  ot  on  eorly  oge.  In  Jr.  High  he  thrived  on  science  courses.  He  shored  his  work 
with  Science  Teochers  Mr.  Dozzo  ond  Mr.  Doyden.  In  o few  short  yeors,  John  was  oble  to  nome  virtuolly  any  bird  of  the  North  Eostern  United  Stotes,  ond 
whot  seemed  to  me  ony  bird  of  the  rest  of  Americo  os  well.  His  fovorite  birds  were  howks,  eogles,  and  owls.  He  wos  olso  interested  in  insects.  He  collected 
oil  kinds  of  moths  and  butterflies  ond  studied  their  lives  and  beouty.  Another  love  of  his  wos  collecting  ferns  of  New  England.  His  bockyord  remoins 
testimony  to  his  efforts  ond  is  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  ferns  in  the  country. 

The  natural  environment  ond  oil  that  it  encomposses  wos  both  interesting  and  exciting  to  John.  He  was  ever  curious  obout  the  outdoors  ond  whot  it  hod 
to  offer.  His  knowledge  of  the  natural  sciences  wos  enormous. 

He  truly  liked  to  capture  wildlife  on  paper,  and  he  drew  with  compossion.  I wos  omozed  ot  his  sensitivity  ond  determinotion  to  occurotely  depict  his 
subjects.  He  hod  patience  in  his  drawing.  His  illustrations  ore  full  of  extreme  detoil,  reflecting  his  keen  observation  and  perception. 

John  wos  o philosophicol  person.  Ethics  were  importont  to  him.  He  wos  concerned  with  whot  wos  Just,  with  whot  wos  foir,  and  with  whot  was  true.  He 
wos  on  idealist. 

He  dreomed  of  o life  he  wonted  to  live,  ond  he  strived  to  live  thot  life.  He  hod  zest,  o sense  ot  humor,  ond  independence.  He  lived  for  todoy.  Above  oil, 
he  knew  the  meoning  of  friendship. 

Whot  wos  unique  about  him  was  not  that  he  could  drow  well,  but  more-  that  he  possessed  o sincere  love  and  oppreciotion  of  noture.  An  obility  to  drow 
is  o rare  gift.  This  quality  in  o person  Is  rarer  still.
